Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  financial  affairs  of  The  Municipality  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1962,  with  certain  additional  information  to 
indicate  the  financial  relationship  between  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  the  Area  Municipalities 
and  various  Metropolitan  boards,  commissions,  and  other  bodies  directly  dealing  with  education, 
police  protection,  licensing,  planning,  housing,  conservation,  public  transit,  emergency  measures 
(civil  defence),  and  employee  pensions. 


The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  (Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1960,  Chap.  260, 
as  amended),  provided  in  1953  for  the  federation  of  the  Municipalities  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan 
Area  for  certain  financial  and  other  purposes.  By  this  Act  the  inhabitants  of  the  following  “Area 
Municipalities”  are  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  “The  Municipality  of  Metro¬ 
politan  Toronto”:

Under  this  section  are  included  Police,  Licensing,  Courts,  Jail,  Traffic  Control,  etc.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  responsibility  for  fire  fighting  services  has  not  been  transferred  from  the  Area  Muni¬ 
cipalities  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.

In  abatement  of  the  above  expenses  provision  was  made  for  the  receipt  by  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  of  $640,760  from  the  Provincial  Government  ($395,325  for  policing  services  to  liquor 
outlets;  $115,242  for  10%  subsidy  on  pension  plan  contributions  and  workmen’s  compensation  awards 
in  respect  of  police  officers;  and  $130,193  for  10%  subsidy  on  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  the  jail 
under  The  Jails  Amendment  Act  1961-62  which  came  into  force  on  April  1,  1962). 

Other  Revenues  amounted  to  $7,224,592  of  which  the  major  items  were  $4,348,085  from  Court  fines 
and  fees,  $1,318,135  from  Parking  Violation  Tags,  and  $865,844  from  General  Licenses  issued  by  the 
Licensing  Commission. 

Capital  expenditures  in  1962  amounted  to  $850,287,  including  $665,683  in  respect  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  Magistrates’  Court  and  District  Police  Headquarters  in  Scarborough  and  $164,579  for  the 
construction  of  police  stations  in  Etobicoke,  North  York,  and  Scarborough.

Health  and  Welfare  (See  Pages  60  and  64) 

Though  the  term  Health  has  been  adopted  as  part  of  the  caption  for  the  classification  of  expendi¬ 
tures  herein,  it  should  be  noted  that  as  a  Metropolitan  function  it  refers  generally  to  hospitalization, 
rather  than  Public  Health  services  such  as  medical  and  dental  services,  public  health  nursing,  food 
inspections,  etc.,  which  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Municipalities. 

Hospitalization  net  expenditures  amounted  to  $326,690  in  1962  as  compared  with  $799,304  in  1961, 
$903,624  in  1960,  $1,824,897  in  1959,  and  $4,264,514  in  1958.  The  large  reduction  reflects  the  commence¬ 
ment  on  January  1,  1959,  of  the  Ontario  Hospital  Services  Plan  and  the  consequent  discontinuance  of 
grants  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  on  account  of  operating  deficits  of  hospitals  (which  amounted 
to  $781,377  in  1959  in  respect  of  1958  operations);  diminishing  grants  to  hospitals  as  aid  in  building 
construction  (payments  re  prior  years  commitments)  viz.  $230,000  in  1962  (final  payments)  as  compared 
with  $695,000  in  1961,  $900,000  in  1960,  and  $1,161,600  in  1959;  and  the  receipt  of  a  Provincial  grant 
toward  costs  of  hospitalization  of  indigents,  viz.  $726,811  in  1962  (100%  of  net  expenditure  excluding 
premium  payments  to  the  Ontario  Hospital  Services  Plan  re  indigents)  and  unconditional  grants  of 
$762,853  in  1961,  1960,  and  1959  respectively.  Riverdale  Hospital,  formerly  owned  and  operated  by 
the  City  of  Toronto,  became  vested  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  on  January  1,  1957,  under  the 
Corporation’s  authority  to  establish  and  operate  a  public  hospital  and  an  isolation  hospital.  In  1962 
operating  expenditures  amounting  to  $584,299  were  offset  by  revenues  from  maintenance  fees,  etc.,  of 
$578,731.  Capital  expenditures  on  renovations,  alterations,  and  equipping  of  the  Hannah  and  Hastings 
Buildings  of  Riverdale  Hospital  amounted  to  $434,744  by  the  end  of  1962,  towards  which  provision  has 
been  made  for  Federal  and  Provincial  grants  of  $226,379.  Annual  Provincial  grants  of  $75  per  bed 
amounting  to  $7,800  in  1960,  $7,725  in  1961,  and  $7,800  in  1962  have  been  applied  against  the  balance 
of  the  capital  cost  of  these  works.  Demolition  of  the  remainder  of  the  existing  buildings  and  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  single  building  containing  808  beds,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $6,240,000,  to  be  met  by  Provincial 
grants  of  $2,636,000,  Federal  grants  of  $1,704,000,  and  $1,900,000  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
(capital  account)  was  commenced  in  late  1960  and  was  substantially  completed  by  June  3,  1963,  when 
the  first  patients  were  admitted.  Expenditures  thereon  amounted  to  $5,533,174  by  the  end  of  1962. 

Payments  to  Children’s  Aid  Societies  amounted  to  $4,636,585,  of  which  $4,054,349  represented 
payments  in  accordance  with  statutory  requirements.  This  cost  was  abated  by  recoveries  of  $55,989 
from  parents,  and  grants  of  $1,758,075  from  the  Provincial  Government  based  upon  40%  of  the  net 
expenditure  established  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  rate. 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  statutorily  required  to  erect  and  maintain  Homes  for  the  Aged 
and  is  empowered  to  do  so  either  within  or  outside  the  Metropolitan  Area.  In  1962  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  operated  five  Homes  for  the  Aged,  viz.,  “Lambert  Lodge”  and  “Hilltop  Acres”  in  the 
City  of  Toronto,  “Kipling  Acres”  in  Etobicoke,  and  “Greenacres”  located  at  Newmarket,  Ontario,  with 
a  total  capacity  for  1,800  residents;  and  “Bendale  Acres"  in  Scarborough,  completed  in  1962  at  an 
approximate  total  cost  of  $2,462,000,  capacity  332  residents,  admission  to  which  commenced  in  August, 
1962.  Gross  operating  expenditures  amounted  to  $4,439,035,  and  after  recoveries  of  $1,521,628  from 
residents,  $106,516  sundry  revenues,  and  $1,965,201  from  Provincial  Government  grants,  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  was  responsible  for  raising  $845,690  by  levy  against  the  Area  Municipalities.  The 
construction  of  an  extension  to  Kipling  Acres  to  provide  an  additional  130  beds  was  completed  in 
April,  1963,  at  an  approximate  total  cost  of  $375,000.  In  addition  a  site  has  been  acquired  in  North 
York  for  another  home. 

Under  the  auspices  of  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company  Limited  formed  in  1954, 
apartments  have  been  built  (1320  suites)  or  acquired  (154  suites)  for  elderly  persons  of  limited  means. 
During  1962,  433  suites  were  put  into  service  viz:  “East  York  Acres”  (201  suites)  completed  in  January, 
1962;  “King  High  Acres”  (31  suites)  in  North  York  and  “Humber  Acres”  (47  suites)  in  Etobicoke  both 
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completed  in  May,  1962;  and  “Glen  Stewart  Acres’  (154  suites)  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  an  existing 
apartment  building  acquired  in  October,  1962.  Construction  is  now  in  progress  in  Scarborough  (392 
suites)  and  other  projects  (1,194  suites)  have  been  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council. 

The  capital  cost  of  each  of  the  Housing  Company’s  projects,  as  approved  by  the  Metropolitan 
Council,  is  financed  mainly  by  a  first  mortgage  loan  made  under  The  National  Housing  Act  through  the 
agency  of  the  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  of  up  to  90%  of  the  lending  value  of  the 
project  as  determined  by  that  Corporation.  In  addition,  the  Province  of  Ontario  makes  a  grant  under 
The  ElderlyPersons  Housing  Aid  Act  at  the  rate  of  $500.00  per  suite  or  50%  of  that  part  of  the  capital 
cost  which  is  not  financed  by  the  mortgage  loan,  whichever  is  the  lesser.  The  Metropolitan  Corporation 
provides  temporary  financing  during  construction  pending  receipt  of  the  mortgage  advances  and  the 
Provincial  grant,  and  to  the  extent  that  the  capital  cost  exceeds  these  receipts  the  balance  remains  as 
a  permanent  advance  to  the  Housing  Company  bearing  interest  generally  at  the  same  rate  as  the 
mortgage  loan  subject  to  a  limit  of  5%  per  annum.  At  the  expiry  of  the  mortgage  loan,  the  permanent 
advance  is  discharged  by  transfer  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  of  title  in  the  land  and  premises 
of  the  project  for  the  sum  of  $1.00.

Expenditures  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  which  are  not  included  in  the  above  amounts,  in 
respect  of  land  conveyed  for  nominal  sums  to  the  Housing  Company  for  sites  for  housing  projects, 
were  $20,056  (for  “Humber  Acres”)  in  1962,  $22,500  (for  “Riverdale  Acres”)  in  1961,  and  $30,986 
($14,000  for  “King  High  Acres”,  $10,171  for  “Brimley  Acres”,  and  $6,815  for  “Westacres”  Extension)  in 
1960.  In  addition  expenditures  on  the  acquisition  of  land  for  future  projects  amounted  to  $121,143  in 
1962. 

The  projects  of  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Company  Limited  are  subsidized  by  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  with  respect  to  realty  taxes  in  excess  of  $25.00  per  suite  per  year,  which  resulted  in 
an  expenditure  of  $116,877  in  1962.  In  conformity  with  this  policy  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
assumed  the  payment  of  realty  taxes  in  excess  of  $25.00  a  suite,  amounting  to  $5,473  in  1962,  in  respect 
of  accommodation  (48  suites)  provided  under  The  National  Housing  Act  by  Canadian  Legion  Toronto 
Homes  in  North  York  for  elderly  veterans. 
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The  Metropolitan  Corporation  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Area  Municipalities  has  made  some 
progress  through  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Authority  in  the  provision  of  rental  housing  for 
families  where  the  total  family  income  is  not  sufficient  to  obtain  accommodation  otherwise  of  a  mini¬ 
mum  standard  for  their  requirements.  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  Housing  Authority,  established  by 
the  Provincial  Government  in  1955,  administers  and  operates  such  public  housing  initiated  and  con¬ 
structed  on  a  Federal,  Provincial,  and  municipality  partnership  basis. 

The  present  basis  of  financial  participation  is;  Federal  Government  (through  Central  Mortgage  and 
Housing  Corporation) — 75%;  Provincial  Government — 1712%;  and  the  respective  municipality — lxk %; 
of  the  capital  cost  (with  an  equivalent  equity)  and  any  operating  losses  (sharing  to  the  same  extent  in 
any  surpluses)  after  provision  for  payment,  in  effect,  of  full  municipal  taxes. 

However,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  financial  obligation  with  respect  to  the  Lawrence 
Heights  project  located  in  the  Township  of  North  York  (1081  units — total  cost  $13,569,543)  is  on  the 
above  basis  for  617  units  and  on  a  municipal  tax  subsidy  basis  only  (same  ratio  of  taxes  as  Federal 
Provincial  contribution  for  rent  reduction  is  to  full  economic  rent)  for  464  units.  Expenditures  in  1962 
in  respect  of  the  latter  464  units  were  for  a  municipal  tax  subsidy  of  $23,280  for  1962,  and  in  respect  of 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  capital  cost  of  the  617  units  amounted  to  $132,877  (first  of  five 
equal  annual  instalments  of  $114,650  together  with  interest  of  $18,227  from  January  1,  1962  to 
October  15,  1962)  and  $16,491  in  respect  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  annual  operat¬ 
ing  loss  incurred  in  1961.  These  expenditures  were  offset  by  the  receipt  of  $26,868  being  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  annual  capital  cost  recovery  in  respect  of  the  617  units  (to  be  repaid 
at  the  annual  rate  of  $26,868  during  the  period  1961-2010  inclusive). 

The  Scarlettwood  project  in  the  Township  of  Etobicoke  comprising  150  units  was  completed  in 
early  1963,  347  suites  at  Warden  Avenue  in  the  Township  of  Scarborough  are  also  expected  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  1963,  and  progress  to  date  with  respect  to  necessary  approvals  and  preliminary  plans  for  other 
projects  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  indicates  the  probable  completion  of  a  further  1,650  units  by  1965. 

Pending  the  anticipated  implementation  on  January  1,  1964,  of  a  Dairy  Farm  Inspection  Program 
by  the  Province  of  Ontario  under  The  Milk  Industries  Act,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  under  the 
authority  of  an  amendment  in  1961  to  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  R.S.O.  1960, 
Section  157(6),  has  assumed  the  cost  amounting  to  $48,237  in  1962,  of  Dairy  Farm  Inspections  in  the 
area  of  those  farms  which  supply  milk  to  the  dairies  operating  in  Metropolitan  Toronto. 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  adopted  in  1956,  and  as  empowered  by  Section  122  of  The 
Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  Chapter  260,  R.S.O.  1960,  as  amended  in  1961,  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  made  a  grant  of  $80,000  to  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  towards  the  cost  of 
providing  free  transportation  for  blind  persons  and  war  amputees. 

Section  258  of  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  Chapter  260,  R.S.O.  1960,  empowers 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  to  make  annual  grants  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  $250,000  in  any 
one  year  to  institutions,  associations  and  persons  carrying  on  or  engaged  in  works  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Metropolitan  Council  are  for  the  general  advantage  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Metropolitan  Area 
for  which  grant  or  grants  there  is  no  express  authority  provided  by  any  other  Act.  Grants  of  this 
nature,  to  organizations  with  Health  and  Welfare  functions,  amounted  to  $82,752  in  1962.  Further 
grants  under  this  statutory  authority  are  shown  in  this  report  under  the  following  classifications: 
Recreation  and  Community  Services — $150,435,  Administration  General — $1,000,  and  Unclassified — 
$1,000. 

Payments  in  1962  of  other  welfare  grants  authorized  by  specific  amendments  to  The  Municipality 
of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  were  $100,000  (fourth  instalment  of  $500,000  total  grant)  to  the  House  of 
Providence  Building  Fund,  a  second  and  final  payment  of  $25,000  to  the  Salvation  Army  towards  the 
cost  of  construction  of  a  rehabilitation  centre  for  alcoholics,  and  $50,000  to  The  Toronto  Rehabilitation 
Centre  towards  the  cost  of  construction  of  a  rehabilitation  centre  for  disabled  persons. 
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Roads  (See  Pages  61  and  64) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  only  for  roads  designated  as  part  of  the  Metropolitan 
Roads  System  and  generally  speaking  these  roads  are  major  traffic  arteries. 

Current  expenditures  in  1962  amounted  to  $13,178,997  of  which  $6,045,307  was  for  maintenance 
and  $7,133,690  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt.  It 
may  be  noted  that  the  maintenance  expenditures  of  $6,045,307  include  $320,000  towards  the  costs  of 
a  continuing  transportation  research  programme,  $53,590  for  aerial  and  geodetic  surveys,  $121,597  for 
items  of  a  capital  nature,  and  $469,642  for  the  Corporation’s  share  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  and 
construction  of  County  Suburban  Roads  ($467,478  to  the  Toronto  and  York  Roads  Commission,  being 
25%  of  maintenance  and  construction  costs,  and  a  portion  of  administrative  expenses,  and  $2,164  to 
the  County  of  Peel). 

The  Provincial  grant  of  $2,831,397  represents  50%  of  approved  maintenance  expenditures  on  roads. 
Such  approved  expenditures  exclude  the  Corporation’s  share  of  County  Roads,  cleaning  costs,  and 
certain  administrative  expenses. 

Capital  expenditures  on  roads  projects  in  1962  were  $29,263,276  towards  which  provision  was  made 
for  Provincial  grants  of  $13,409,266  and  contributions  from  the  Grade  Crossing  Fund  and  the  Railways 
amounting  to  $1,508,848.  In  order  to  complete  works  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  estimated 
that  further  capital  expenditures  of  $152,600,000  will  be  required  of  which  approximately  50%  will  be 
recovered  by  way  of  Provincial  Government  subsidy.  These  works  include  the  Frederick  G.  Gardiner 
Expressway,  the  Don  Valley  Parkway,  the  Spadina  Expressway  (including  provision  for  future  Rapid 
Transit  facilities),  and  major  improvements  to  Lawrence  .Venue  East,  Lawrence  Avenue  West,  Bayview 
Avenue,  Jane  Street,  and  Eglinton  Avenue  East. 

Sewage  System  (See  Pages  61  and  64) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  all  permanent  sewage  treatment 
plants  and  the  necessary  trunk  sewers  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  sewage.  Current  expenditures 
on  this  account  amounted  to  $9,341,163  in  1962  of  which  $3,536,351  was  for  general  operating  costs. 
$5,708,781  was  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt,  and 
$96,031  was  for  payment  to  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission  of  the  Metropolitan  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  share  of  the  debt  service  payable  by  the  Commission  arising  from  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s 
participation  with  the  Commission  and  the  Township  of  Toronto  in  the  construction  by  the  Commission 
of  a  sewage  treatment  plant  and  sanitary  trunk  sewer  in  the  Township  of  Toronto. 

Capital  expenditures  amounted  to  $4,734,296  in  1962.  In  order  to  complete  works  in  progress  at 
the  end  of  the  year  it  is  estimated  that  further  capital  expenditures  of  $43,747,000  will  be  required  for 
trunk  sewers  and  for  sewage  treatment  plants  including  enlargement  of  the  main  plant  at  Ashbridge’s 
Bay. 

By  an  amendment  to  the  National  Housing  Act  1954,  effective  December  2,  1960,  the  Government 
of  Canada  was  empowered  to  make  loans  through  the  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  to 
municipalities  to  assist  in  the  construction  or  expansion  of  approved  pollution  control  projects  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  partial  financing  (approximately  $9,334,000  to  July  31,  1963)  in 
this  manner  of  a  number  of  Metropolitan  Corporation  sewage  projects.  Such  loans,  not  exceeding 
two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  project  are  repayable  with  interest  over  a  period  not  in  excess  of  50  years. 
Where  a  project  is  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  on 
or  before  March  31,  1965,  repayment  of  25%  of  the  principal  and  interest  accrued  as  of  the  date  of 
completion  of  the  project  may  be  forgiven.  Where  a  project  is  not  completed  by  March  31,  1965. 
repayment  may  be  forgiven  of  25%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  loan  advanced  as  at  that  date  and 
the  interest  accrued  thereto.  Provision  was  made  to  the  end  of  1962  for  forgiveness  of  $717,153  of 
principal  and  $16,088  of  interest  in  respect  of  such  loans  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 

On  July  29,  1958,  the  Metropolitan  Council  approved  a  uniform  basis  for  the  collection  of  sewage 
treatment  imposts  by  the  Area  Municipalities  which  has  been  the  basis  of  individual  agreements 
between  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  Area  Municipalities  comprising  over  99%  of  the  Toronto 
Metropolitan  area,  the  exceptions  being  two  of  the  smaller  municipalities  which  are  substantially  built 
up. 

In  accordance  therewith  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  assumed  the  cost  of  construction  of  certain 
additional  sewage  works  and  the  Area  Municipalities  agreed  not  to  approve  the  subdivision  of  any 
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lands  lying  within  their  boundaries  unless  and  until  the  subdivider  had  paid  or  undertaken  to  pay  to 
the  Area  Municipality  the  following  amounts  in  respect  of  such  lands  for  sewage  facilities: 

$2.50  per  foot  frontage  for  residential  lands  and  commercial  lands,  other  than  shop¬ 
ping  centres, 

$250.00  per  acre  for  all  industrial  lands  and  commercial  lands  designated  as  shopping 
centres, 

$50.00  per  unit  for  multiple-occupancy  dwellings  plus  $545.00  per  acre  for  any  lands 
upon  which  such  dwellings  are  to  be  erected. 

The  agreements  provide  that  the  above  imposts  are  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corpora¬ 
tion  to  constitute  a  special  fund  to  provide  firstly,  for  the  payment  of  any  undebentured  amount  of  the 
capital  cost  of  sewage  works  and/or  secondly,  for  the  repayment  of  the  debentures,  if  any,  issued  by 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  the  construction  of  sewage  works  as  approved  by  the  Ontario 
Municipal  Board  as  capital  expenditures.  Sewage  treatment  imposts  received  by  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  under  the  above  agreements  amounted  to  $6,870,523  bv  the  end  of  1962  including 
$1,406,551  in  1962. 

Recreation  and  Community  Services  (See  Pages  62  and  66) 

Park  lands  under  the  control  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  at  present  approximate  5,024  acres 
and  include  the  Toronto  Islands  (assumed  subject  to  expiry  or  purchase  of  existing  leases),  Don  Valley 
Golf  Course,  Humber  Valley  Golf  Course,  Riverdale  Zoo,  and  flood  plain  lands  acquired  by  The  Metro¬ 
politan  Toronto  and  Region  Conservation  Authority  in  the  Highland  Creek,  Black  Creek,  Don  River, 
Rouge  River  and  Humber  River  Valleys.  The  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  entered  into  agreements 
with  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conservation  Authority  whereby  the  Authority  obtains  and 
registers  in  its  own  name  all  such  lands  necessary  for  the  carrying  out  of  conservation  schemes  with 
respect  thereto,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  undertakes  to  develop  and  maintain  those  lands  which  it 
deems  to  have  park  potential,  and  the  Authority  retains  control  of  all  other  lands  acquired  by  it  for  the 
schemes  including  all  aspects  of  the  river  channels,  flood  control,  river  protection,  erosion  control,  and 
dams.  (See  next  section  —  Unclassified). 

Under  the  authority  of  Section  226(7)  of  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  Chapter 
260,  R.S.O.  1960,  as  amended  in  1961,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  assumed,  as  of  January  1,  1962, 
all  of  the  assets  of  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  in  connection  with  the  Island  ferry  service  for  the 
sum  of  $132,649  (the  undepreciated  balance  of  cost  of  ferry  boats)  and  the  Metropolitan  Parks  Depart¬ 
ment  became  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  ferry  service  on  behalf  of  the  Metropolitan  Corpora¬ 
tion.  A  small  ferry  boat,  the  “Shiawassie”,  capacity  68  persons,  was  acquired  in  1962  to  supplement  the 
service  provided  by  the  regular  ferry  boats,  and  approval  was  given  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  in 
1962  for  the  construction  of  a  combined  freight,  vehicle,  and  passenger  ferry  boat  for  delivery  in  1963. 
Whilst  it  is  anticipated  that  the  ferry  service  will  operate  at  a  loss  (summer  fares  for  the  round  trip 
have  been  reduced  to  25c  for  adults  and  10c  for  children  from  50c  and  25c  respectively)  it  should  be 
noted  that  its  primary  function  is  to  provide  access  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Islands  Park  (612  acres 
under  development  as  a  recreational  parks  area)  and  that  to  provide  access  by  tunnel  or  bridge  for 
vehicular  traffic  would  require  a  substantial  capital  outlay  and  would  result  in  the  loss  of  some  100  acres 
of  parkland  by  the  construction  of  roads  and  parking  lots. 

Current  expenditures  in  1962  for  Recreation  and  Community  Services,  including  the  Island  ferry 
service,  amounted  to  $2,833,541  of  which  $902,566  was  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect 
to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt.  Included  in  current  expenditures  is  $120,170  for  expenditures  on 
Parks  of  a  capital  nature,  i.e.,  purchases  of  parks  equipment  and  development  of  parkland,  etc. 
Revenues  amounted  to  $307,514  from  rentals,  green  fees,  concessions,  etc.,  and  $236,217  in  respect  of 
the  Island  ferry  service. 

Grants  aggregating  $400,435  have  been  classified  under  this  caption  including  $40,000  to  The  Art 
Gallery  of  Toronto,  $25,000  to  The  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra,  $22,000  to  The  National  Ballet  Guild 
of  Canada,  $18,000  to  The  Canadian  Opera  Association,  and  $250,000  to  The  Toronto  Public  Library 
Board  for  reference  library  services. 

Capital  expenditures  in  1962  amounted  to  $1,238,316  for  settlements  in  termination  of  Island  leases 
and  other  parkland  acquisition,  development  of  lands  for  park  and  recreational  purposes,  reconstruction 
of  Island  Docks,  and  expenditures  in  connection  with  the  assumption  of  the  Island  Ferry  Service  and 
purchase  of  new  ferry  boat. 
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Unclassified  (See  Pages  62  and  66) 

Expenditures  and  revenues  dealt  with  under  tins  heading  for  various  reasons  cannot  be  grouped 
for  broad  functional  classification.  In  1962  there  were  six  principal  items  in  this  category,  namely,  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  annual  levy  of  The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conser¬ 
vation  Authority,  financial  items,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  cost  with  respect  to  the  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Emergency  Measures  Organization,  certain  grants,  expenditures  on  winter  works  incentive 
programmes,  and  the  payment  of  compensation  to  the  County  of  York  for  the  undue  burden  resulting 
from  the  formation  of  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto. 

The  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conservation  Authority,  created  on  February  1,  1957,  is 
responsible  for  a  conservation  programme  which  embraces  all  natural  resources  including  water,  land, 
forest,  wildlife,  and  recreation,  in  a  total  area  of  950  square  miles  within  Metropolitan  Toronto  and 
adjacent  municipalities.  The  total  net  municipal  levy  of  the  Authority  for  current  purposes  and  for 
capital  purposes  designated  as  for  the  benefit  of  all  constituent  municipalities,  i.e.,  after  Provincial 
Government  grants  and  sundry  revenues,  amounted  to  $675,113  in  1962,  of  which  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation’s  share  of  $620,783  was  met  as  a  current  expense.  On  June  14,  1961,  agreements  were 
signed  between  the  Government  of  Canada,  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  the  Metropolitan  Toronto 
and  Region  Conservation  Authority  to  provide  for  the  carrying  out  of  a  comprehensive  programme  of 
flood  control  and  water  conservation  for  the  major  watersheds  within  the  Authority's  jurisdiction  the 
net  cost  of  which  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  during  the  ten  years  commencing  1961  will  amount 
to  $9,119,979.  Expenditures  thereon  in  1962  amounted  to  $1,051,573  which  together  with  net  costs  of 
$168,369  on  account  of  certain  other  previously  approved  conservation  schemes,  were  met  as  capital 
expenditures. 

Financial  items  amounted  to  $982,694  including  $476,341  interest  for  temporarily  financing  current 
expenditures  pending  levy  payments  from  the  Area  Municipalities  and  capital  expenditures  pending 
debenture  issuance,  and  $473,819  for  premium  on  purchase  of  U.S.  funds  to  meet  debt  charges  payable 
in  the  U.S.  on  debentures  issued  for  general  purposes.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  interest  amount 
includes  costs  for  temporary  financing  in  connection  with  the  current  expenditures  of  the  Metropolitan 
School  Roard  and  capital  advances  to  the  local  Boards  of  Education,  but  does  not  include  such  costs 
with  respect  to  the  operations  of  the  Area  Municipalities,  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  or  the 
Metropolitan  waterworks  system.  Financial  costs  were  partially  offset  by  interest  of  $307,553  earned 
on  the  temporary  investment  of  funds  on  hand  from  time  to  time. 

Expenditures  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Emergency  Measures  Organization  in  1962  amounted 
to  $591,773  of  which  $515,767  was  recoverable  by  way  of  Provincial  Government  grants. 

Grants  amounted  to  $368,408  including  $57,408  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Industrial  Commission, 
$43,000  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Convention  and  Visitor  Association,  and  the  third  annual  instal¬ 
ment  of  $240,000  of  a  $2,400,000  grant  to  the  National  Fund  for  the  University  of  Toronto. 

As  a  measure  to  reduce  winter  unemployment,  joint  Provincial  and  Federal  assistance  was  given 
towards  payroll  costs  of  approved  municipal  works  carried  out  between  October  16,  1961  and  May  31, 
1962,  and  between  October  15,  1962,  and  May  31,  1963.  Approved  expenditures  on  current  account 
during  1962  amounted  to  $271,  520,  including  $229,491  for  Parks  projects,  towards  which  $82,495  was 
brought  to  account  as  Provincial  grants.  In  addition,  certain  capital  works  have  been  credited  with 
such  grants  amounting  to  $683,220,  including  $357,818  for  Sewage  projects,  $203,556  for  Waterworks 
projects  and  $74,039  for  Parks  projects,  in  respect  of  eligible  expenditures  during  1962. 

In  accordance  with  a  direction  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  dated  May  15,  1962,  and  under 
the  authority  of  Section  267(2)  of  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  Chapter  260,  R.S.O. 
1960,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  made  a  payment  to  the  County  of  York  of  $153,067  (based  on  a 
progressivelv  decreasing  percentage  of  road  costs  of  the  County  during  the  years  1954-1958  inclusive) 
in  1962  to  relieve  the  County  from  any  undue  burden  caused  by  the  separation  from  the  County  of 
Metropolitan  Area  Municipalities  on  the  formation  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 
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Provision  for  Capital  Expenditures  by  Special  2-Mill  Levy  (See  Page  63) 

A  special  levy  of  $8,343,024  (equivalent  to  2  mills)  made  in  1962  for  capital  purposes  was  all 
allocated,  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  and  the  relevant  order  of  the 
Ontario  Municipal  Board,  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  Bloor-Danforth 
(Woodbine  to  Keele)-University  Subway  (see  page  27  of  this  report). 


Administration  —  General  (See  Pages  61  and  65) 

Expenditures  of  $4,379,844  under  this  heading  represent  the  cost  of  overall  administration;  that  is, 
administrative  costs  which  do  not  relate  specifically  to  any  one  of  the  services  which  are  dealt  with 
under  particular  functional  classifications.  Of  the  total  expenditure,  approximately  52%  was  required 
for  assessment  of  properties  within  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area,  for  which  the  Metropolitan  Corpora¬ 
tion  is  exclusively  responsible  under  the  Act.  The  balance  is  made  up  of  costs  for  general  administrative 
Departments  such  as  Treasury,  Audit,  Legal,  and  Clerk’s,  as  well  as  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning 
Board  and  sundry  other  expenses.  Revenues  of  $232,542  including  the  general  administrative  charge 
of  $140,000  to  waterworks  operations  have  been  considered  as  an  abatement  of  such  overall  costs  of 
administration. 

While  most  of  the  accommodation  required  for  the  administrative  work  of  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  is  at  present  rented  at  various  locations,  the  Municipal  Building  of  the  County  of  York, 
located  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  was  purchased  during  1954  and  is  used  chiefly  for  Council  and  Com¬ 
mittee  meetings  and  related  administrative  offices.  Debenture  Debt  charges  in  respect  of  this  building 
amounted  to  $29,321.  Eventually,  Metropolitan  Departments  will  be  centralized  in  the  new  City  Hall 
of  the  City  of  Toronto.  Construction  of  this  building,  which  has  been  designed  to  accommodate  both 
City  of  Toronto  and  Metropolitan  Departments,  is  now  expected  to  be  completed  in  1965. 


Provincial  Government  Unconditional  Per  Capita  Grant  (See  Page  67) 

By  legislation  enacted  in  1957  the  unconditional  per  capita  grants  to  Municipalities  were  increased 
(from  $4.00  to  $5.50  per  capita  re  Metropolitan  Corporation)  and  made  applicable  to  reduction  of  the 
general  tax  levy  on  residential  assessment  only,  rather  than  to  reduction  of  the  total  general  tax  levy 
on  both  residential  and  commercial  assessment  as  in  prior  years. 

In  1962  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  received  an  amount  of  $8,827,599  (based  on  the  1961  Census 
of  Canada)  as  compared  with  $8,032,717  in  1961  and  1960  and  $7,385,581  in  each  of  the  years  1957-1959 
inclusive. 


Metropolitan  General  Levy  (including  Special  Levy  for  Capital  Purposes)  (See  Page  67) 

In  1962  the  net  amount  (i.e.  after  Provincial  Government  grants  and  other  revenues)  levied  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  other  than  schools  was  $51,862,938.  As  pointed  out  in  the 
previous  section,  under  1957  legislation  the  total  amount  received  from  the  Province  by  way  of  the 
unconditional  per  capita  grant  must  be  used  to  reduce  general  taxation  on  residential  properties  only. 
The  General  Levy  before  deduction  of  this  grant  therefore  must  be  divided  into  two  levies  in  the  same 
proportions  of  the  total  levy  as  residential  property  assessment  and  commercial  property  assessment 
respectively  bear  to  the  total  assessment.  The  1962  general  levies  as  determined  in  accordance  with 
this  legislation  were  as  follows:

“It  will  be  noted  that  while  residential  taxpayers  were  credited  in  1962  with  an  estimated  grant  of  $8,608,897, 
the  actual  amount  received  was  $ 8,827,599 .  The  tinder-credit  of  $218,702  teas  applied  to  the  credit  of  residential 
taxpayers  in  1963. 

In  accordance  with  the  Act,  each  Area  Municipality  was  required  to  levy  against  its  taxpayers  and 
pay  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  the  proportion  of  each  of  these  levies  that  the  assessed  value 
of  residential  or  commercial  property  in  that  municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  residential 
or  commercial  property  in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

Under  The  Assessment  Act,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled  to  receive  its  proportion  of 
supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  but  is  required  to  pay  its  share  of  all  tax 
deficiencies.  Included  in  revenues  for  1962  is  a  net  amount  of  $227,023,  i.e.  supplementary  taxes 
amounting  to  $982,192  less  tax  deficiencies  of  $755,169  treated  as  contra  thereto. 

General  Surplus  (See  Page  40) 

The  Surplus  for  1962  on  general  account  amounted  to  $1,408,972  (carried  forward  as  a  revenue 
item  to  abate  the  1963  Metropolitan  Levy).  This  arose  to  the  extent  of  $1,273,405  in  expenditure 
accounts  and  to  the  extent  of  $135,567  in  revenue  items. 


Education  (See  Pages  63  and  67) 

Gross  expenditures  in  1962  on  account  of  Education  amounted  to  $80,065,565,  of  which  the 
following  were  the  major  items: 

(a)  $65,195,191  —  maintenance  assistance  payments  by  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  to  local 
Boards  of  Education  within  the  Metropolitan  Area  (including  full  costs  re  handicapped 
children). 

(b)  $10,120,109  —  principal  and  interest  payments  with  respect  to  assumed  debenture  debt  of  the 
Area  Municipalities  and  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  issued  for  school  purposes, 
and 

(c)  $3,981,313  —  capital  expenditures  which  would  otherwise  have  been  financed  by  the  issue  of 
Metropolitan  Debentures  to  be  repaid  by  levies  against  all  the  Area  Municipalities  —  this 
amount  was  raised  by  a  special  levy  in  1962  (representing  one-half  mill  on  assessment  for 
Public  School  purposes  and  one-half  mill  on  assessment  for  Secondary  School  purposes)  in 
accordance  with  permissive  legislation  passed  by  the  Ontario  Legislature  in  March,  1959. 

Maintenance  assistance  payments  are  made  on  a  per  pupil  basis  of  average  daily  attendance 
according  to  the  type  of  instruction.  In  1962  the  following  rates  applied;  Public  Elementary  $205, 
Academic  Secondary  $335,  Commercial  Secondary  $380,  and  Technical  Secondary  $535,  as  compared 
with  $190,  $315,  $350,  and  $535,  respectively,  in  1960  and  1961.  Additional  amounts  are  paid  in  respect 
of  handicapped  children  in  special  classes  to  cover  approximate  full  maintenance  costs  in  those  cases. 

Provincial  Government  grants  received  by  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  amounted  to  $28,844,713 
in  1962.  This  amount  includes  grants  of  $1,554,739  in  respect  of  capital  expenditures  financed  by  special 
tax  levies  and  $72,889  for  grants  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  school  sites.  While  each  local  Board  of 


Education  applies  for  all  Provincial  grants,  approximately  75%  of  such  grants  in  1962  were,  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  statutory  provisions,  paid  to  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  for  assistance  in  meeting 
educational  costs  in  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Area  as  a  whole.  In  1961  new  school  tax  assistance 
grants  of  $5.00  per  pupil  average  daily  attendance  were  paid  directly  to  the  Area  boards  of  education 
to  be  applied  against  the  tax  on  residential  assessment  only.  In  1962  the  grant  was  increased  to  $15.00 
per  pupil  for  elementary  school  boards  only  and  revised  regulations  provided  that  the  tax  rate  levied 
for  elementary  school  purposes  on  residential  assessment  should  be  90%  of  the  rate  levied  for  such 
purposes  on  commercial  assessment.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  school  tax  assistance  grants  to  secon¬ 
dary  school  boards  which  remained  at  $5.00  per  pupil  for  1962  were  applied  generally  to  both  types  of 
assessment  in  1962  but  that  in  1963  there  are  also  separate  commercial  and  residential  rates  for  secondary 
school  purposes.  In  1963  school  tax  assistance  grants  were  increased  to  $20.00  per  pupil  for  elementary 
school  boards,  and  for  secondary  school  boards  to  $30.00  per  pupil  for  non-vocational  courses  and  $40.00 
per  pupil  for  vocational  courses. 

In  1962,  the  net  amount  (i.e.,  after  Provincial  Government  grants,  previous  year’s  surplus,  etc.)  levied 
for  the  requirements  of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  for  principal  and  interest  payments  with 
respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt  was  $51,241,255  made  up  of  $31,730,015  for  Public  School 
purposes  and  $19,511,240  for  Secondary  School  purposes.  In  accordance  with  The  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Act,  each  Area  Municipality  was  required  to  levy  against  its  taxpayers  and  pay  over  to  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  a  proportion  of  these  amounts  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Public  School  purposes  —  an  amount  representing  the  proportion 
that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  that  municipality 
bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  the  whole 
Metropolitan  Area. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Secondary  School  purposes  —  an  amount  representing  the  proportion 
that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School  purposes  in  that  municipality 
bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School  purposes  in  the  whole 
Metropolitan  Area. 

Upon  reference  to  the  statement  on  page  68  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Public  School  levy  was  distributed 
on  an  assessment  of  $3,836,665,524  and  the  Secondary  School  levy  on  an  assessment  of  $4,125,962,871. 
The  difference  between  these  two  assessments  represents  property  rateable  for  the  requirements  of 
Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  rather  than  Public  Elementary  Schools.  In  this  connection,  it  should 
be  noted  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  are  practically  all  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  Separate  School  Board  although  two  other  Separate  School  boards 
function  within  the  area.  The  Separate  School  boards  are  independent  of  both  the  Metropolitan  Council 
and  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  with  respect  to  debenture  issuance  and  all  other  matters. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  discussion  of  the  General  Levy,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled  to 
receive  its  proportion  of  supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  but  is  required  to  pay  its 
share  of  all  tax  deficiencies.  These  taxes  amounting  to  $863,434  with  respect  to  education  less  deficiencies 
of  $659,698  resulted  in  a  net  revenue  for  1962  of  $203,736. 

A  surplus  of  $2,262,408  on  1962  operations  was  carried  forward  as  a  revenue  item  to  abate  the  1963 
Metropolitan  levy  for  education  purposes.  (See  surplus  account,  page  58.) 

While,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Metropolitan  School  Board,  the  local  boards  are  responsible 
for  the  construction  of  their  schools,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  exclusive  power  to  issue  any 
debentures  required  for  financing  of  the  cost.  The  following  table  shows  the  new  school  projects  which 
during  the  past  nine  years  have  been  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Metropolitan 
Council:

Of  the  $26,185,000  capital  expenditures  approved  for  new  buildings  and  additions  in  1962  (i.e., 
exclusive  of  costs  of  sites),  $6,145,000  under  secondary  schools  was  financed  under  the  Federal-Provincial 
Special  Vocational  Grant  plan  and  of  the  balance  approximately  54%  is  eligible  for  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ment  grants.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Provincial  grants  representing  about  25%  of  such  expenditures, 
to  the  extent  that  they  are  financed  by  issuance  of  debentures,  will  be  received  annually  over  the  lifetime 
of  the  respective  debenture  debts.  In  addition,  the  Provincial  Government  pays  grants  on  school  sites 
purchased  on  or  after  January  1,  1959.  In  1962  this  grant  amounted  to  $72,889. 

The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Metropolitan  Council  have  since  1954  established  maximum 
amounts  (revised  from  time  to  time)  for  which  debentures  will  be  issued  with  respect  to  various  classes 
of  schools.  Any  capital  costs  in  excess  of  such  limits  must  be  met  as  a  current  charge  by  the  respective 
local  Boards  of  Education.  These  restrictions  on  capital  costs  operate  toward  accomplishing  adequate 
basic  educational  facilities  throughout  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area. 

Debenture  issues  for  new  capital  expenditures  to  the  extent  that  they  are  eligible  for  legislative 
grants  are  repayable  by  such  grants  and  by  levies  against  all  the  Area  Municipalities  and  the  balance  by 
levies  against  the  particular  Area  Municipalities  in  which  the  respective  local  Boards  of  Education  have 
jurisdiction.  An  amendment  to  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  in  1958,  provides  that 
additional  amounts  may  be  repaid  by  levies  against  all  the  Area  Municipalities  if  determined  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  a  formula  of  the  Metropolitan  School  Board  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  for  uniform 
application.  In  accordance  with  this  authority  the  total  capital  costs  of  new  facilities  for  certain  special 
instruction  and  of  portable  accommodation  have  been  recognized  for  payment  by  Metropolitan  levies. 


Waterworks  (See  Pages  63  and  67) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  production,  treatment,  storage,  and  wholesale 
distribution  of  water  to  the  Area  Municipalities.  Rates  fixed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  are  required 
to  be  sufficient  to  make  the  system  self-sustaining  after  providing  for  such  maintenances,  renewals, 
depreciation,  debt  charges,  and  reserves  as  the  Council  deems  proper  and  any  surplus  revenues  not 
required  for  such  purposes  must  remain  at  the  credit  of  the  System.  On  February  24,  1959,  the 
Metropolitan  Council  approved  the  introduction  of  a  uniform  rate  for  the  sale  of  water  to  all  the  Area 
Municipalities,  (rates  previously  had  varied  in  consideration  of  certain  other  factors),  which  has 
remained  unchanged  to  and  including  1962. 
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Current  expenditures  in  1962  with  respect  to  the  waterworks  system  amounted  to  $11,939,566,  of 
which  the  major  items  were;  $3,976,451  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  pumping  stations,  filtration 
plants,  reservoirs,  intakes,  trunk  mains,  etc.,  and  treatment  of  water,  $5,923,017  for  principal  and 
interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  debenture  debt  and  Metropolitan  debentures,  and  $890,293 
for  taxes  payable  to  Area  Municipalities.  Revenues  for  the  year  amounted  to  $11,876,645,  derived  almost 
entirely  from  wholesale  water  charges  to  the  Area  Municipalities.  The  deficit  of  $62,921  on  the  year’s 
operations  reduced  the  accumulated  surplus  from  $1,069,387  as  at  January  1,  1962,  to  $1,006,466  as 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Capital  expenditures  for  additional  waterworks  plant,  extensions  to  existing  works  and  provision 
of  trunk  mains  in  1962  amounted  to  $2,316,317.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  compared  to  1954,  water 
filtration  capacity  has  been  increased  from  245  million  to  345  million  gallons  daily,  trunk  mains  have 
been  extended  from  94  to  207  miles,  capacity  of  pumping  stations  from  618  million  to  978  million 
gallons  daily  and  capacity  of  reservoirs  from  93  million  to  132  million  gallons.  Annual  water  consump¬ 
tion  has  increased  from  51  billion  gallons  in  1954  to  69  billion  gallons  in  1962  and  the  maximum  daily 
consumption  has  grown  from  204  million  gallons  per  day  in  1954  to  a  record  high  of  303  million 
gallons  consumed  on  July  10,  1962.  However  the  continuing  development  of  the  area  necessitates  a 
continued  growth  of  the  metropolitan  water  system.  Construction  has  commenced  on  the  new  westerly 
“Ross  L.  Clark  Water  Purification  Plant”  (initial  capacity  of  100  million  gallons  per  day  with  provision 
for  future  expansion  to  300  million  gallons  per  day  —  estimated  cost  $23,500,000)  and  in  order  to 
complete  this  and  other  works  in  progress  at  the  end  of  1962  it  is  estimated  that  further  capital 
expenditures  of  $37,556,000  will  be  required  mainly  during  the  next  five  years. 

On  January  29,  1963,  the  Metropolitan  Council  under  authority  of  The  Fluoridation  Act,  1960-61, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  majority  of  votes  cast  by  electors  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  on  December 
3,  1962,  authorized  the  establishment,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  a  fluoridation  system  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Metropolitan  Waterworks  system. 


Toronto  Transit  Commission 

The  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  appointed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council,  has  exclusive  power 
to  provide  public  passenger  transportation  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area,  other  than  steam  railways 
and  taxis  (See  Page  18  —  Recreation  and  Community  Services  —  re  assumption  of  Island  Ferry  Service 
by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation).

The  system  is  required  to  be  self-sustaining  after  providing  for  all  operating  costs,  including 
principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  debenture  debts  assumed  or  issued  by  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  other  than  any  debentures  which  may  be  issued  for  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  new  east-west  subway  which  will  be  serviced  by 
Metropolitan  tax  levies  (see  subsequent  text).  Capital  expenditures  to  be  financed  by  the  issuance  of 
debentures  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  must  be  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council. 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation,  under  authority  given  by  amendment  to  The  Municipality  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  made  a  grant  of  $2,300,000  to  the  Commission  in  June,  1956,  on  account  of 
losses  suffered  by  the  Commission  during  the  extension  and  re-organization  of  its  system  in  the 
Toronto  Metropolitan  Area  in  the  years  1954  and  1955.

Notes:  1.  Commencing  in  1962,  the  invoiced  cost  of  uniforms  is  being  amortized  in  accordance  with  the  Commission’s 
agreement  to  supply  uniforms  to  employees  whereas  in  prior  years  uniforms  were  charged  to  expense  at 
time  of  purchase.

2.  In  years  prior  to  1960  vacation  pay  was  recorded  when  paid,  and  the  amount  earned  but  unpaid  at 
December  31  was  not  recorded  in  the  accounts  at  the  year  end.  In  1960  the  practice  was  changed  to  record 
the  liability  for  vacation  pay  accrued  to  December  31,  1960;  accordingly  the  portion  accrued  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  charged  to  retained  earnings  and  that  earned  in  the  twelve  months  to  December  31,  1960 
was  charged  to  profit  and  loss.  This  change  in  accounting  practice  had  no  material  effect  on  the  net  income 
for  the  year. 


In  the  years  1956,  1957,  and  1958,  net  income  amounted  to  $837,747,  $2,334,080,  and  $876,461 
respectively.  The  comparative  income  statement  on  page  25  shows  a  deficit  of  $96,755  in  1959,  surpluses 
of  $1,159,820  in  1960  and  $375,422  in  1961,  and  a  deficit  of  $823,431  in  1962.  During  this  period  the 
basic  adult  fare  was  increased  from  10  cents  to  12V2  cents  on  July  1,  1956,  and  to  15  cents  on  May 
1,  1960,  (modified  on  May  1,  1961,  to  14-2/7  cents  on  the  basis  of  7  tickets  for  $1.00). 

On  May  1,  1963,  the  basic  adult  fare  was  increased  to  16%  cents  (6  tickets  for  $1.00).  However, 
in  accordance  with  authority  given  by  amendment  to  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act, 
effective  April  26,  1963,  the  Metropolitan  Council,  on  May  3,  1963,  approved  the  payment  of  a 
subsidy  of  $2,500,000  to  the  Commission  on  account  of  its  1963  debenture  interest  charges  conditional 
upon  the  revocation  of  this  last  fare  increase.  On  May  20,  1963,  the  Commission  reverted  to  the 
14-2/7  cents  fare.  The  validity  of  the  supplementary  estimate  of  $2,500,000  and  the  levy  to  raise  this 
amount  for  payment  of  the  subsidy  is  at  present  the  subject  of  an  action  before  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Ontario. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  Metropolitan  Council,  at  the  request  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board, 
gave  approval  on  June  4,  1963.  for  the  engaging  of  a  firm  of  transit  consultants  to  make  an  independent 
study  and  report  as  to  the  ability  of  the  Commission  to  operate  on  a  self-sustaining  basis  in  the  future 
under  the  presently  adopted  plan  of  sharing  with  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  the  financial  responsi¬ 
bility  for  debenture  debt  obligations  incurred  for  transit  capital  requirements. 

The  Yonge  Street  Rapid  Transit  line,  completed  in  1954,  consists  of  4.56  miles  of  double  track 
(2.88  in  subway  and  1.68  in  open  cut).  At  the  present  time  rush-hour  traffic  on  this  route  frequently 
exceeds  the  rate  of  30,000  passengers  per  hour,  which  compares  with  a  designed  capacity  of  40,000 
passengers  per  hour. 

Following  intensive  study  by  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  the  Metropolitan  Planning  Board, 
and  the  Metropolitan  Council,  agreement  was  reached  on  July  3,  1958,  on  the  Bloor-Danforth-Uni- 
versity  extension  (9.85  miles)  to  the  subway  system,  on  the  basis  that  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
should  be  the  owner  of  all  the  lands,  easements  and  air  rights  to  be  acquired  and  should  assume  the 
acquisition  costs  of  the  right-of-way  and  easements;  and  that  all  other  costs  including  rolling  stock 
should  be  assumed  50  per  cent  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and  50  per  cent  by  the  Toronto 
Transit  Commission.  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Amendment  Act,  1958,  provided 
the  necessary  statutory  authority  for  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  to  expend  moneys  and  issue 
debentures  for  this  purpose.  Construction  was  commenced  on  November,  1959,  and  the  University 
Avenue  section  was  opened  on  February  28,  1963. 

The  target  date  for  completion  of  the  Bloor-Danforth  section,  i.e.  from  Woodbine  Avenue  to 
Keele  St.,  has  been  advanced  from  1968  to  1965.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  whole  project  is 
$206,533,000.  (T.T.C.  —  $98,440,000;  Metropolitan  Corporation  —  $108,093,000).  In  April,  1963, 
Metropolitan  Council  approved  of  extensions  to  the  Bloor-Danforth  section,  easterly  to  Warden  and 
St.  Clair  Avenues  (2.87  miles)  and  westerly  to  Montgomery  Road  (3.09  miles)  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$77,723,000.  (T.T.C.  —  $17,632,000  —  all  equipment  costs;  Metropolitan  Corporation  —  $60,091,000  — 
all  right-of-way  costs).  Approval  of  these  extensions  by  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  has  not  yet 
been  obtained. 

Provincial  Government  assistance  will  be  received  with  respect  to  the  new  subway  as  follows: 

(a)  By  purchase  direct  of  $60,000,000  Metropolitan  Toronto  debentures  over  a  four  year  period  to 
1965  —  undertaking  given  by  Province  on  May  4,  1961. 

(b)  By  annual  grants  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  33%  per  cent  of 
expenditures  for  right-of-way  construction  carried  out  on  or  after  April  1,  1964,  as  defined  in 
The  Highway  Improvement  Act  as  amended  April  26,  1963,  and  as  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Highways. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board's  approval  of  the  Bloor-Danforth  (Woodbine  to 
Keele)  -University  Subway  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  estimated  that  it  will  finance  $86,259,000 
of  its  share  by  a  2  mill  current  tax  levy  in  each  of  the  years  1959  to  1968  inclusive.  A  further  amount  of 
$10,500,000  has  been  estimated  as  recoveries  from  sales  of  surplus  lands,  etc. 

From  1959  to  1963  inclusive  the  Metropolitan  Council  has  raised  by  current  tax  levies  $38,489,047 
on  account  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  Bloor-Danforth-Universitv 
Subway,  which  represents  the  maximum  amount  permitted  by  the  applicable  orders  of  the  Ontario 
Municipal  Board.

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Debenture  Debt 

The  obligation  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  with  respect  to  debenture  debt  divides  into  two 
categories,  namely: 

(a)  the  obligation  to  provide  funds  to  the  Area  Municipalities  for  payment  of  all  outstanding 
debenture  debt  issued  by  them  for  school  purposes  and  for  works  now  vested  in  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation.  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category  is  referred  to  as  “Assumed  .) 

(b)  the  obligation  to  holders  of  debentures  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  its  own 
purposes,  including  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Area 
Municipalities,  including  their  local  Boards  of  Education.  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category 
is  referred  to  as  “Issued”.)  In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  since  January  1,  1954, 
no  Area  Municipality  has  had  the  power  to  issue  debentures. 

The  Statement  on  page  28  indicates  such  debt  position  as  at  December  31,  1962.  It  will  be  seen 
that  $468,926,640  of  the  total  debt  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1962  represents  debt  assumed  or  issued 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Waterworks  System  and  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission  and  debt  issued  for 
the  purposes  of  specific  Area  Municipalities  including  their  specific  share  of  school  debt.  Funds  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt  assumed  or  issued  on  account  of  the  waterworks  and  transit  systems  are  provided 
from  the  revenues  of  these  utilities.  Funds  for  the  payment  of  debt  issued  for  specific  Area  Munici¬ 
palities  are  provided  by  them  either  by  tax  levies  or  other  revenues.  The  balance  of  the  debt  amounting 
to  $286,746,533  will  be  repaid  by  Metropolitan  General  and  Education  levies  against  all  Area 
Municipalities  on  the  basis  of  their  relative  assessments.  It  may  be  noted  that  in  addition  to  the  debt 
of  $107,225,083  shown  in  the  statement  for  schools  as  repayable  by  Metropolitan  levies,  $106,427,289 
for  schools  is  included  in  the  debt  of  $323,793,630  shown  as  repayable  by  specific  Area  Municipalities. 

Though  not  forming  part  of  Metropolitan  Corporation  debt,  it  is  of  interest  to  add  to  the  above 
figures  the  debenture  debt  of  the  Area  Municipalities  for  which  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has 
not  become  responsible  for  repayment  and  thereby  present  a  consolidated  debenture  debt  statement 
with  respect  to  the  whole  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  In  this  connection,  a  very  comprehensive 
statement  is  submitted  on  pages  82  and  83  of  this  report  showing  the  municipalities  which  have  issued 
the  debentures  and  the  amounts  thereof  for  which  each  is  required  to  specifically  levy  after  deduction 
of  the  debts  on  account  of  Waterworks,  Transit,  and  Hydro-Electric  Systems.

(a)  a  summary  of  the  information  as  at  December  31,  1962,  contained  in  the  above-mentioned 
statement,  together  with  comparative  figures  from  January  1,  1954,  and

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The  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  power  to  issue  either  instalment  debentures  or  sinking  fund 
debentures.  The  Act  provides  that  upon  the  issue  of  sinking  fund  debentures  a  specific  annual  sinking 
fund  amount  shall  be  raised  which  with  the  estimated  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  3Y2%  per  annum 
capitalized  yearly  will  be  sufficient  to  repay  such  debentures  in  full  at  maturity  (increased  from  3% 
by  amendment  in  April,  1960).  All  assets  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  under  the  sole  control  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  a  Sinking  Fund  committee  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and 
two  members  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The  committee  is  required  to  keep 
one  or  more  consolidated  bank  accounts  in  which  sinking  fund  monies  and  earnings  and  proceeds  of 
sinking  fund  investments  are  deposited.  Sinking  Fund  investments  are  limited  to  securities  which 
are  trustee  investments  under  The  Trustee  Act  (Ontario)  —  including  debentures  of  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  —  although  certain  temporary  advances  and  loans  may  be  made  from  the  Sinking  Fund 
to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.  (See  pages  84  and  42-44  for  outstanding  Sinking  Fund  Debentures 
and  Sinking  Fund  financial  statements.)

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General  Comment 

The  achievements  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  government  since  coming  into  operation  on  January 
1,  1954,  are,  of  course,  a  matter  of  record. 

On  April  IS,  1963,  in  a  statement  to  the  Legislature  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 
referred  to  these  achievements  as  impressive  and  stated  that  the  most  serious  obstacles,  which  for  so 
many  years  had  restricted  the  economic  growth  and  development  of  this  great  area  (approximately 
one-quarter  of  the  population  of  the  Province  and  about  one-third  of  the  property  assessable  for  municipal 
and  school  purposes)  had  been  removed  by  this  new  Metropolitan  form  of  government.  However,  the 
Prime  Minister,  after  directing  attention  to  the  fact  that  every  year  since  1955  amendments  to  the  Act 
had  been  made  “to  improve  and  strengthen  the  metropolitan  government  and  to  enable  it  to  deal  more 
effectively  with  area-wide  problems  in  the  interest  of  the  present  and  future  inhabitants  of  this  great 
area”  and  referring  to  certain  transportation  and  taxation  inquiries  initiated,  then  announced  that  it 
was  the  opinion  of  the  government  that  “much  good  could  come  from  an  independent  assessment  and 
evaluation  of  all  aspects  of  the  metropolitan  federation  following  the  completion  of  the  first  full  ten 
years  of  its  operations”. 

In  accordance  with  this  announcement,  Mr.  H.  Carl  Goldenberg,  O.B.E.,  Q.C.,  LL.D.,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  on  June  18,  1963,  a  Royal  Commissioner  — 

“1.  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon: 

(a)  the  structure  and  organization  of  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  and,  more 
particularly,  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  and  the  Metropolitan  School  Board,  their 
functions  and  responsibilities  and  their  relations  with  the  area  municipalities  and  the 
local  school  boards  respectively  and  with  municipalities  and  planning  boards  within 
the  Metropolitan  Toronto  planning  area, 

(b)  the  purposes  and  objectives  of  the  establishment  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  and 
the  Metropolitan  School  Board,  the  extent  of  the  accomplishment  of  such  objectives 
and  whether  such  objectives  can  be  better  achieved  under  a  new  or  revised  system  of 
local  government,  having  regard  to  the  past  and  future  development  and  needs, 

(c)  the  boundaries  of  the  metropolitan  area  and  of  the  area  municipalities  and  their  suit¬ 
ability  in  the  light  of  the  experience  gained  through  the  operations  of  the  metropolitan 
government,  with  due  regard  to  probable  future  urban  growth  within  or  beyond  the 
present  metropolitan  limits  and  future  service  requirements, 

(d)  any  related  matters  affecting  the  government  of  the  Toronto  metropolitan  region. 
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2.  after  due  study  and  consideration  to  make  such  recommendations  with  respect  to  the 
matters  inquired  into  under  the  terms  set  out  herein  as  the  Commissioner  sees  fit  to  the 
Prime  Minister  and  the  Executive  Council  of  Ontario.” 

The  Commissioner  has  now  invited  written  submissions  from  municipal,  school  and  other  local 
authorities  and  from  other  interested  parties  not  later  than  January  31,  1964. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Provincial  Government  in  this  regard  and  the  special  studies  at  present 
being  made  by  the  Metropolitan  Council,  or  its  committees,  in  connection  with  public  transportation 
and  certain  other  important  services,  to  determine  its  proper  financial  responsibility  relative  thereto, 
will  undoubtedly  serve  to  clarify  the  problems  involved  and  result  in  decisions  which  will  assure  the 
maximum  development  of  this  Metropolitan  area.
